TO PROTECT HARBOR MINES. | 

Bunn Submitted by the Secretary or 
War. 

Washington.—The Secretary of War 
has sent the Senate a letter transmit¬ 
ting the draft of a bill to protect ex¬ 
plosive mines in the waters of the 
United States. The bill provides that 
whenever war exists or is imminent 
by or against the United States mines 
and torpedoes and other like instru¬ 
ments of war shall be placed in the 
harbors, roadsteads and other waters 
of the United States, it shall be the 
duty of the Secretary of War to make 
and publish regulations for the conduct 
of vessels and persons with regard to 
the safety of said instruments, vessels 
and persons.

DANGEROUS POST IN BATTLE. 

Men la “Fighting Tops" Are In a 
Position of Extreme Peril. 

The men In the greatest danger dur¬ 
ing a naval engagement are those sta¬ 
tioned in the military masts or “fight¬ 
ing tops” of the big ships. It is a posi¬ 
tion of extreme peril. The men sta¬ 
tioned there play hide and seek with 
death during a battle. Exposed to the 
fire of the enemy with but little protec¬ 
tion, the chances of their again reach¬ 
ing the deck below are extremely slim. 
There are slight barbettes behind which 
the men crouch while loading and fir¬ 
ing their guns, but these are of but lit¬ 
tle practical use in warding off the fire 
of the enemy, and the smoke and heat 
of battle rising in the air make the sit¬ 
uation even more disagreeable. 

Masts are not used on a modern battle 
ship to support sails, but as stations for 
fighting and to display signals. Fight¬ 
ers were stationed in the tops long be¬ 
fore steam supplanted sails. It was a 
shot from tbe mizzenlop of the Re¬ 
doubtable that put an end to Nelson's 
life In tbe moment of victory. Long 
before that they were used as a sta¬ 
tion for marksmen. The sailor nowa¬ 
days doesn’t have to climb the mast. 
It Is of steel, not wood, and of great 
diameter. Access to the fighting tops 
is gained from tbe interior. In the 
same way ammunition is passed up to 
the men who are doing the fighting in 
the dangerous station. 

These masts vary greatly in construc¬ 
tion, some ships Indeed being without 
them, and on others they are mere sig¬ 
nal poles. But on the big battle ships 
they are elaborate affairs. Some are 
equipped with an upper top for the elec¬ 
tric light, a peculiarly shaped edifice 
below to enable three quick-firing guns 
to be discharged right ahead, and a 
species of conning tower below, from 
which the captain can oversee the 
smoke clouds, and thus see to direct the 
movements on his ship in action. This 
conning tower is uot always present, 
but all the battle ships have three or 
six pounder rapid fire guns, and elec¬ 
tric light projectors, and one or two 
lighter machine guns In addition. These 
guns are supported by expert gunners.

Upon a Hero’s Character. 

CANNON BALL AND COATTAILS. 

Dewey Didn't Mind the Shot, bat Kicked 

Because His Coat Was Rained—Three 

Mutineers Cowed — A Battle With a 

Schoolteacher That Dewey Didn't Win. 

Commodore George Dewey, whose 
name, for his great naval victory in 
Mauilla bay, rings today throughout 
tbe civilized world, is a Vermonter, a 
taciturn man on board ship, sqnare 
shouldered, and with big forehead 
and eyes that look straight ahead. 
In the navy department he has been 
looked upon as a long headed thinker. 
Old naval officers knew that Dewoy 
won Id fight, and they laughed at tbe 
naval strategy board when it gave 
out that alarm was felt for his safety in 
Asiatic waters. They remembered that 
this Commodore Dewey was the man at 
Port Hudson wboso coattails were shot 
away by a cannon ball, aud who, on 
learning this, said: 

“D—-n it, I don’t mind the shot, but 
they’ve ruined the coat.” 

It was safe to believe that a man of 
that cooi intrepidity would fight bis 
squadron for all it was worth. 

An instanco of Commodore Dewey’s 
cool forethought was displayed at the 
naval light before Port Hndsou in the 
oivil war, when he was a lieutenant on 
the war steamer Mississippi. Before go¬ 
ing into action ho gavh orders that tbo 
vessel’s decks sbonld be whitewashed, 
which enabled the gnus’ crews to see 
the running gear of the gnus, for no 
lights were allowed on board the vessel 
that night. 

Commodore Dewey bad many friends 
in this city, and it is for that reason 
that so many persons know of him as a 
man of singularly gentle disposition, 
modest manner, unassuming, undemon¬ 
strative. Embassador Hay expresses tho 
thought of many who have met Oom- 
modorq Dewey that it is almost incon¬ 
ceivable to associate with tbe daring 
strategy and maneuvering, us well as 
cyclonic fighting which characterized 
tbo battle of Sunday, the gentle, quiet 
man which Commodore Dewey is, says 
tho Philadelphia Press. 

“I was with Commodore Dewey 
when he was tho executive officer of the 
Colorado,” said. s» itiau who served with 
him, “and I remember one incident 
which shows tho manner of man he is. 
Wo had a fine crew, some of them as 
powerful men as I ever saw. Four or five 
of them went ashore one day aud came 
back lighting drunk. 

“Throe of them were men who would 
singly have beou more than a match in 
strength for Jobu L. Sullivan. Tbe or¬ 
der was given to put them in irons, and 
it was found impossible to carry ont 
the order, for the men were daugerons. 
Dewey was notified of the sitnation. He 
was writing a letter in his room at tbe 
time. 

“He went to the place where these 
giants were, and be told them to come 
out and submit to tbe irons. They did 
not stir. Then Dewey said quietly to 
an orderly, ‘Bring mo my revolvers,’ 
and when he bad bis pistols be again 
called upon tbo men to come out, aud 
they did not move. Then he said: ‘I 
am going to count three. If you are not 
out here with your hands held up on 
the third count, you won’t come out of 
that placo alive. ’ 

“He counted one, then he oocked the 
revolvers, and he counted two. Wo all 
expected to hear the report, for we 
knew that Dewey meant what he said. 
The men know it too. They stepped out 
just in timo to save tbeir lives aud held 
up their hands, and they had been par¬ 
tially sobered by tbeir fright aud tbe 
moral effeot of Dewey’s glance. 

“One of them said afterward that 
| when ho saw Dewey’s eyes he knew 
that be would either bo a dead Jacky in 
a moment or he would bavo to yield, 
and when tho irons wero put upon him 
he was as sober as he ever was in bis 
life. Dewey went back to bis room and 
finished the letter be was writing. ” 

Early in tbe fifties, when Dewey was 
a boy, Major Z. K. Pangborn, now a 
resident of New Jersey and for 30 years 
i tbe editor of The Evening Journal of 
Jersey City, being then fresh from col¬ 
lege, undertook tbe management of a 
district school at Montpelier, Vt. Tbe 
school bad been in rebellion for a long 
time, and tbe boy Dewey was tbe lead¬ 
er of tbe antiteacber brigade, says tbe 
New York Sun/ Several previous teach¬ 
ers had been “removed, ” one had b9en 
stood upon bis bead in a snow bauk, aud 
it was generally said at Montpelier that 
nobody could govern that school.

The discussion by the public press of 
the policy of the permanent retention 
by the United States of the Philippine 
islands, seems somewhat premature, 
in view of the fact that we have not as 
yet occupied a single foot of Philippine 
territory, save and except the Cavite 
fort. Granting, however, that Admiral 
Dewey’s brilliant victory is equivalent 
to and must necessarily result in the 
occupation by our army of the chief 
city and principal island of the group, 
the question of the acquisition and 
permanent occupation of all that dis¬ 
tant territory, with its seven to eight 
millions of inhabitants, still remains a 
question for the future and one which 
cannot well be determined at present. 
We can tell better what policy is best 
in this regard when the war is ended, 
and we are once more at peace with all 
the world. 
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After all the talk about the Cuban 
insurgents lucking only areas and am¬ 
munition to he able to dispose of the 
Spanish army on land, it turns out 
that the United States will have all 
the fighting to do both by land and sea. 
Those who were clamoring for the im¬ 
mediate recognition of the independ¬ 
ence of the insurgents have ceased to 
vex the public ear with their worse. 
It seems that there is not only no in¬ 
surgent government to he recognized, 
but that there is no organized insur¬ 
gent army with which our forces can 
co-operate by land. The insurgents 
may be able to furnish our army with 
guides, soouts and skirmishers, but be¬ 
yond this we can count on them for 
little else. The brunt of the fighting 
will have to he borne by our owu 
forces, and when the Spaniard has been 
expelled, the task of bringing order 
out of Cuban chaos will devolve upon 
the Government of the United States. 


A Discouraged Reformer. 

A well meaning woman who has at 
various times made herself extteuiely 
unpopular on the east side by inquiring 
into the ways of the sweater and inter¬ 
fering with his domestic arrangements 
came borne the other day discouraged. 
"To think, ” she said, "of all the lec¬ 
tures and sermons I’ve delivered, uud 
the pamphlets I’ve distributed, and the 
grocers’ bills I’ve paid, and the sums 
I’ve spent trying to convince those east

“The truant officers of the public 
schools inspire the children with a 
wholesome fear of staying awuy once 
they are admitted, so my mind was at 
peace when I had corraled a little 
sweater and knew that he spent the day 
in the classroom. But I have found that 
I am no match lor eaat side wit. A few 

weeks ago I went in search of a small 
boy who had been ill. Of course the 
family had moved. It does every month. 
I found the doctor—an herb dealer in 
Houston street—who bad attended the 
boy, and asked him whut had ailed bint. 
He said it was ‘overwork.’ The boy, it 
seems, bad two distinct places in which 
he worked before and after school 
hours. He swept the 6hop, lighted the 
furnace and ran errands for a grocer in 
the morning and from 6 till 10 in the 
evening was a ‘barber’s assistant.’ Be¬ 
tween times be sold newspapers. No 
wonder he was ill, poor boyl 

“The herb doctor’s revelations started 
me on a tour of investigation. It was 
not a pleasant task. I found small girls 
who were baby minders, shop helpers 
and even servants, before and after 
school hours. One little thing of 12 
‘keeps the books' for a butcher who can 
neither read nor write. She is his 
amanuensis, too, and has to read all 
the queerly written letters and orders 
be receives. I suppose there is no help 
for it, as long as poverty presses the 
east aiders as it does, but 1 uo longer 
listen with patience to the tales teach¬ 
ers tell of children too sleepy to write 
their lessons nr too stupid to listen to 
what is taught them."—New York 
Commercial Advertiser. 


Admiral Burnt* Praise* Women. 

The Brooklyn navy yurd was a busy 
place when a reporter called there to 
ask Admirul Bonce, the commandant, 
what part he thought women would 
play in war. 

"You want to know how women cau 
make themselves useful,” he said.

■ Lot Their Houses Remain Vacant While 
lieuiaudin* High Rentals. 

’’ A newcomer who has been looking 
'* for n home nest large enough to accom¬ 
modate out of town furniture remarked 
"" today: “What’s the matter with rents 
" in this town anyway? I see thousands 
11 of flats and offices tenantless, but 
° most of them are beyond my means I’m 
e curious to know why the landlords 
don’t come down a peg or two and give 
a poor fellow a chance to locate within 
3 reasonable reach of his business. ” And 
t no are others. A friend of mine up in 
Ilarleiu is one of three oooupants of a 
fiat house built for ten. The seven apart¬ 
ments have been empty a year, but the 
y ugeut refuses to lower the rent when 
q oue of the three threatens to change 
y his address, nor will he scale down the 
t monthly figure in orfier to fill the va¬ 
cant and profitless rooms. And this 
| isn't ft solitary case’of this sort, by any 
i means. Another real estate agent has 
[ been holding a row of fine tints for 
. nearly three years because nobody feels 
, like squandering |1,000 on any one of 
them. If he had knocked off <300, be 
could have rented every one of them. 
Just why the metropolitan landlord 
prefers loss to gain is one of the secrets 
of the real estate business that outsid¬ 
ers can only juggle with mentally. 

Another peculiar feature of the busi¬ 
ness is the way in which the tenants 
who can put up a good bluff manage to 
enjoy all the comforts of an up to date 
homo without paying scarcely anything 
for the privilege. I know one man here > 
who doesn’t pay over $200 a year for a 
$600 fiat. He got behind in bis rent, 
and then he jollied the janitor, who did 
the collecting. The janitor, in turn, 
smoothed down the landlord, and as a 
result the tenant got in deeper and deep¬ 
er. Now he pays a month’s rent once 
in a while and puts up suoh a bold front 
that he gets a reoeipt on his promises, j 
In the same house is another tenant 
who pays $66 a month, bnt he shuts up I 
his apartments for two months every 
summer and goes seaward. He flatly re¬ 
fuses to pay rent while doing the grand, 
and the landlord hasn’t as yet done a 
thing to him. Still another high flier 
puts up $75 a month for the piok of the 
premises. He’s in abont four months 
now, but as yet oare hasn’t oarved any 
wrinkles on his broad brow. All of 
which leads to the conclusion that rents 
are high here in order to cover losses of i 
the sort cited.—New York Letter in .

“Fighting Rob" and the lawn. 

The battleship Iowa, commanded by 
“Fighting Bob” Evans, is the most for¬ 
midable battleship in the United States 
navy. Her displacement is 11,410 tons; 
she has a speed of 16 knots; her horse¬ 
power is 11,000, and she cost $3,010,- 
000. Her armament consists of four 12 
inch gnus, eight 8 inch guns, six 4 inch 
and 28 guns of smaller caliber. 

Captain Evans was bom in Virginia 
In 1846, and during his boyhood broke 
colts, shot rabbits and attended such 
country schools as the mountains of 
Virginia in those days afforded. Upon 
the death of his father in 1855 young 
Evans went to live with his pncle, Al¬ 
exander H. Evans, in Washington. 
Hero he attended Gonzaga college, a 
well known and excellent Catholic in¬ 
stitution which has turned out many 
good men. In 1859 he was offered an 
appointment to the Naval academy by 
Mr. William Hooper, delegate in Con¬ 
gress from Utah. With $200 and a navy 
revolver this young aspirant for naval 
honors started for Salt Lake City, which 
he reached after a hard passage and aft¬ 
er ho had been shot twice by Indians. 
In 1860 he joined his class at the Naval 
academy, Annapolis, and afterward, 
during the war, served as midshipman 
and ensign. He served on board the 
frigate Powhatan in the flying squad¬ 
ron under Admiral Lardner, and afso 
in the east gulf under the same officer, 
afterward in the north Atlantic under 
Admiral Porter mid Commodore 
Schenck. It was during this sea service 
that he participated in the desperate as¬ 
sault upon and capture of Fort Fisher. 
It will bo remembered that a forlorn 
hope made up of volunteers from the 
fleet was sent- against the up to that 
time impregnable works, and “Fight¬ 
ing Bob, ’ ’ yet a mere lad, was one of 
the volunteers. It was ono of the most 
desperate and sanguinary assaults of 
the war. He was commissioned as lieu- 
j tenant in 1866, and as lieutenant com- 
I mander in 1868. Subsequently he held 
various commands until appointed to 
j the Iowa. Captain Evans is a man of 
j robust build, 55 years of age. His face 
j is seamed by heavy lines. Ho walks 
| with a limp, caused by a wound receiv- 
! ed in battle. Ho looks his age, every 
j day of it, and ho also looks the typical 
I sea dog. He is the very man to follow 
—or lead. Cool', but still full of enthu¬ 
siasm; mardy and stout, but alert in ev¬ 
ery liber. ’’ 

Captain Chadwick and the Now York. 

The armored cruiser New York (flag- 
ship of the fleet), commanded by Cap¬ 
tain F- E. Chadwick, has a displace¬ 
ment of 8,200 tons, her speed is 21 
knots an hour, and she cost $3,000,000. 
She carries six 8 inch guns, twelve 4 
inch and 16 guns of smaller caliber. 

Captain French E. Chadwick was 
born in Virginia and appointed to the 
Naval academy from that state in 1861. 
He was attached to the steam sloop Sns- 
qnehanna, Brazil squadron, 1865-6; the 
steam sloop Juniata, south Atlantic 
squadron, 1866-7. He has been attached 
to several other vessels since then until 
; his appointment to the New York. 

The battleship Indiana, commanded 
: by Captain Henry C. Taylor, has a dis¬ 
placement of 10,288 tons, has a speed 
! of 15.5 knots an hour, and cost $8,020,- 
000. She carries four 18 inch guns, 
sight 8 inch guns, four 6 inch and 30 
j guns of a smaller caliber. Her mammoth 
13 inch guns are mounted in turrets, 
two forward and two aft.

Captain Ludlow was born in New 
York and attended the Naval academy 
1859-63. He was promoted ensign in 
1863 and was attached to the steam, 
sloop Waehusett, Brazil squadron, 
1863-5. He was promoted master in 
1866, lieutenant in 1867 and was com¬ 
missioned as lieutenant, commander in 
1868. Ho was attached to the Naval 
academy 1870-2, the Monongahela 
1872-5. the Brooklyn 1876. was on tor- 
pedoduty 1876-7, and the Trenton (flag¬ 
ship), European station, 1877-8. 

The cruiser Detroit, Captain James 
H. Dayton, has a displacement of 2,089 
toils, can steam 18.7 knots an hour, has 
5,227 horsepower and cost $612,500. 
She carries nine 5 inch rapid fire guns, 
six 6 pounders, two 1 pounders and one 
Gatling ;aui. 

Captain Dayton was bom in Indiana, 
entered the Naval academy in 1862 and 
graduated in 1805.

bridge, and its soon as tlie ironclad got 
within range a torrent of fire fell upon 
her.

Along with the ship was blown Lieu¬ 
tenant Sampson, only to lie thrown back 
into the water 100 feet away. Others 
struggled near him in the trough. More 
fhau 70 of his men had been tom to 
pieces. The castaways were picked up, 
and the next day Sampson was ready 
for duty, as serene and unconcerned as 
if he had not the day before emerged 
from tlie portals of certain death. 

In 1866, while on tho Colorado, Ad¬ 
miral Sampson received his commission 
as commander. From 1868 to 1871 he 
was at tlie Naval academy, and in 1872 
and file following year was in Kurojie 
and elsewhere on the Congress. His 
first command was the Alert, to which 
lie was assigned just after lie attained 
tin 1 grade of commander in 1874. From 
1876 to 1878 he was again at the Naval 
academy.

Admiral Sampson, now commanding 
the finest and most formidable naval 
armament ever controlled by an Ameri¬ 
can naval officer, has arisen from a 
humble place in the social scale to his 
present exalted position. Like so many 
in all countries who have attained emi¬ 
nence notwithstanding tho adverse cir¬ 
cumstances attending tlnir Girth and 
their upward progress. Admiral Samp¬ 
son owes nothing to those adventitious 
aids, wealth and social position, to 
which so many, even under our free in¬ 
stitutions, owe their start iti life and 
their subsequent advancement. His suc¬ 
cess has been duo to merit, indomitable 
courage, perseverance and to the j Kisses - 
sion of those other qualities that com¬ 
mand success. 

Admiral Sampson was born in Pal¬ 
myra. Wayne county, N. Y., Feb. 9, 
1840. Ho is four mouths younger to tho 
day than Commodore Winfield Scott 
Schley, who has lieen assigned to tho 
other important naval command on the 
Atlantic coast, the flying squadron. 
Unliko Schley, the new commander 
in chief of the north Atlantic station 
does not come of distinguished naval 
lineage, nor, in fact, of a prominent 
family. He is the first of his line to at¬ 
tain distinction. George Sampson, his 
father, was a day laborer, and the early 
life of William, his sou, was not the 
pleasantest and easiest. Frequently ho 
accompanied his father on the tramps 
from one farmhouse to another in Wayne 
county, helping to split and pile wood 
and do other hard work. In his spare 
moments he studied the few textbooks 
at his command and managed to attend 
the public schools in tho county at in¬ 
tervals. Old Squire William H. South- 
wick of Palmyra liked young Sampson 
for his energy and ambition. The squire 
was a friend of E. B. Morgan, who rep¬ 
resented in congress tho district which 
includes Wayne county. Representative

He Enters the Navy, 

This was in 1857, and Sampson want 
to Annapolis iu September of that year 
and donned tho natty uniform of a mid¬ 
dy. Four years later, less than a year 
before tho beginning of tlie civil war, 
be was graduated at the head of tlie 
class. The opening of hostilities found 
him on the frigate Potomac, with the 
rank of master. Captain Sampson was 
too young a man to get a command dur¬ 
ing tho war, bift he conducted himself 
in a maimer that won him promotion 
as a lieutenant in July. 1862, ami while 
holding that commission ho served on 
the practice ship John Adams at the 
Naval academy, on tho ironclad Pataps¬ 
co of tho south Atlantic blockading 
squadron and on the steam frigate Col¬ 
orado, tho flagship of tho European 
sqnadron. 

Admiral Sampson, then a lieutenant, 
was tho executive officer on the iron¬ 
clad Patapsco on Jan. 16, 1865. His 
boat was a part of the blockading fleet 
before Charleston. The rebels knew 
that sooner or later tho boats of the 
Union fleet which were doing blockade 
duty would seek to enter the harbor and 
compel the surrender of tlie city or re¬ 
duce it, and for days they spent all 
their time laying submarine mines and 
torpedoes preparatory to giving the Un¬ 
ion boats a reception that they would 
not forget. On tho morning of the Kith 
the admiral of the fleet decided that the 
time waa ripe to get into tho harbor. 
Of course he oxpected that tlie place 
was full of mines and toiqiedoes, and ho 
had to get rid of them iu some way. 
He selected tho Patapsco to do the 
work. She was ordered to enter tho har¬ 
bor and search for the hidden enemies 
and to pick them up or destroy them 
when she found them.
